The. Soviets completely distort 
the facts in their propaganda, 
Mr. Eisenhower said. 

At the start of his conference 
the President said he could see 
no evidence of brainwashing in 
the testimony Powers has given 
thus far. He accused Russia of 
failing to live up to traditional 
standards in cases where foreign- 
ers are accused of a crime in 
another country by refusing to 
let Powers have a lawyer of his 
own choosing. Powers is being 
defended by an attorney named 
by the Moscow court.

Family in Special Box. 

The flyer’s wife, Barbara, and 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Oliver 
Powers of Pound, Va., sat in a 
special box at the rear of the 
huge hall and heard him enter 
the plea which could bring him 
a death sentence. 

None of his family had been 
allowed to see the defendant 
before the trial. At the noon 
recess today, Barbara Powers 
conferred with a man who was 
serving as interpreter between 
her husband and his court-ap- 
pointed counsel, There was 
speculation that he had brought 
her a message from her husband. 

It was the first time any Amer- 
ican had ever been tried on spy 
charges in a Soviet court. The 
Soviet government announced it 
would also convict the whole for- 
eign policy of the United States. 

Spotlight of Publicity. 

The Kremlin launched the trial 
in a blazing spotlight of public- 
ity, focusing new attention on 
the ill-fated reconnaissance 
flight over Soviet territory which 
Premier Khrushchev gave as his 
reason for breaking up the May 
summit conference in Paris and 
canceling President Eisenhower’s 
visit to Russia. 


Khrushchev was not present at 
today’s court session. Tass news 
agency said he was holidaying 
in the Crimea. Khrushchev’s 
daughter Elena attended, as did 
Mrs. Andrei Gromyko, wife of | 
the Soviet Foreign Minister. 

In the courtroom was an audi- 
ence of 1500 invited Soviet citi- 
zens, diplomatic observers and 
foreign and Soviet reporters. 

The questioning by Soviet 
Prosecutor Roman A. Rudenko 
lasted more than four hours, 
broken by a noon recess. Then 
the defendant was turned over 
to the court-appointed defense 
counsel, Mikhail Grinev, who 
brought out that Powers was 
from a working class family, and 
questioned him on how he felt 
about the effects of the U-2 
incident. 


Sorry For His Part. 


Powers testified that he had 
“heard that as a direct resfilt of 
my flight the summit conference 
did not take place and Eisen- 
hower’s visit was canceled.” 

“T suppose it increased tension 
in the world,” he said. 

“I am sincerely sorry I had 
anything to do with it.” 

Grinev finished the day’s ques- 
tioning by saying he had ‘‘no 
more questions now.”’ It was not 
clear whether Powers had fin- 
ished his testimony or would 
face additional questioning to- 
morrow. 

In his questioning of Powers, 
the prosecutor tried to prove 
that the defendant knew of the 
espionage nature of his work. 

“I was just a pilot,” insisted 
Powers. But he admitted that he 


knew his flight had to do with

Construction of a 73-acre re- 
shopping center at the 
southeast corner of Lindbergh 
boulevard and St. Charles road 
was proposed last night to the 
St. Louis County Planning Com- 
mission. 

The commission took under ad- 
visement a petition from Louis 
I. and Milton L. Zorensky, ask- 
ing that part of the property now 
zoned for single-family housing 
be zoned for commercial use. 

If approved by the commission 
and the St. Louis County Council, 
the proposed shopping center 
would be the largest in the 
county. No cost estimate was 
given, but the project would be 
in the multi-million dollar class. 

The Zorensky brothers are the 
developers and owners of Crest- 
wood Plaza, a 4l-acre shopping 
center completed in August, 1958. 
Crestwood Plaza, on Highway 66, 
is about 20 miles south of the 
newly proposed center. 

Part of the Lindbergh-St. 
Charles road acreage is in 
Bridgeton and already is zoned 
for commercial use. The prop- 


erty fronts 2000 feet on the east 


side of Lindbergh and 1450 feet 
on St. Charles. 

The proposed rezoning, it was 
pointed out, would conform to 
the recommended use of the site 
as set forth in the county’s new 
land use plan prepared by Har- 
land Bartholomew and Associates. 

The land use plan suggests 
larger neighborhood centers to 
serve shopping needs of resi- 
dential areas, rather than strip 
commercial developments along 
major highways. 

In seeking the zoning change, 
the. Zorensky brothers said they 
contemplated a center compar- 
able to Crestwood Plaza but 
larger, with two department 
stores, related conveniences and 
high-fashion stores and shops. 

Milton L. Zorensky said a ma- 
jority of tenants in Crestwood 
Plaza already had indicated they 
would have locations in the new 
project. 

At a public hearing last night, 
owners of properties adjoining 


the Zorensky tract voiced no ob-

Railroad Mergers 
In your July 30 editorial, “‘New 


2, Railroad Look,” you suggest that 


- the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion might “rap my knuckles” be- 
cause of what you say is my de- 
sire to “dominate” the rich Eastern 
traffic market. 

You lay at my door the purchase 
of B&O stock, in your own words, 
‘at the very moment when the 
Commission has before it an appli- 
cation from the Chesapeake & Ohio 
for permission to acquire 80 per 
cent of the B&O’s common stock. 
This amounts to a force play which 
prejudices and threatens to settle 
the application before the Commis- 
sion has a chance to pass on it.” 


The Central did purchase 24,600 
shares of B&O common stock (of a 
total of 3,100,000 common and pre- 
ferred B&O shares outstanding), 
but we did so before the C&O’s ap- 
plication to the ICC and only after 
C&O made a unilateral offer to pur- 
chase the B&O.

This purchase was authorized by 
the Central’s Board of Directors in 
May when it became apparent that 
the three-way merger discussions 
between B&O, C&O and Central 
were not progressing. To protect 
the interest of our shareowners, 
the Central’s Board decided to 
make an offer to acquire 50 per 


t cent of the B&O stock in order to

merge our two companies forthe 
benefits that would accrue to the 
public and our owners. 


The 24,600 shares were purchased 
to permit us to ‘‘even-off” to 1,550,- 
000 shares the number of shares 
we proposed to obtain from B&O 
holders to bring about this affilia- 
tion of the two roads. We have, 
subsequently, written B&O common 
shareowners of our offer of one 
and one half Central shares and 
$9.00 cash for each B&O common 
share. We, too, have filed an ap- 
plication with the ICC for permis- 
sion to control the B&O and our 
petition is presently pending before 
that body, as is the C&Q’s, await- 
ing the outcome of the proposed 
acquisition of B&O stock. 


It is true that I have proposed a 
thi®e-way merger of the C&0, B&O 
and Central as a means of provid- 
ing urgently needed competition 
for the Pennsylvania Railroad’s 
complex of companies in the East. 
However, your editorial fails to 
point out that Mr. Howard E. Simp- 
son, president of the B&O, and his 
Board of Directors have similarly 
(on July 20) proposed and urged 
the three-way merger. «At no time 
did ]. or any Central officer state 
that. we wished to dominate the 
merged properties.

The Push for Tests 


‘One of the nation’s leading nuclear scien- 
tists makes an important point in the excerpts 
from The Atlantic which we reprint on this 
page today. Dr. Hans Bethe states it as his 
informed opinion that continuing the mora- 
torium on nuclear testing and the negotiations 
for a permanent test-ban treaty will serve not 
only the cause of disarmament, but the mili- 
tary security of the United States. 7 

The Pentagon and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission want to resume testing as soon as 
possible to develop, so they say, small tactical 
weapons. With tests, greatly improved mis- 
sile warheads might be fashioned, they say; 
the attractive prospect is held out of being 
able to attach several nuclear warheads to one 
missile. But first, the testing moratorium 
must somehow be broken. 

Undoubtedly some-.-military advantage 
would accrue from a resumption of testing. 
But Dr. Bethe reminds us that military dis- 
advantages might also accrue. We are al- 
ready far ahead of the Russians in small nu- 
clear weapons, he says; if tests were re- 
sumed, the Russians could use the occasion 
either to catch up in that field or, more prob- 
ably, to develop even more lethal strategic 
weapons. He strongly urges that we main- 
tain the testing ban and keep at the hard job 
of hammering out a permanent treaty.

Dr. Bethe’s counsel takes on special interest 
in view of reports that the National Security 
Council last week reviewed the test question 
and has dispatched two officials to London 
to discuss it with the British. The fact that 
one of the officials on the mission is AEC 
Chairman John A. McCone lends credence to 
the view that the purpose is to press for a 
resumption of testing—‘“at least small under- 
ground tests this fall,” say the reports—un- 
less the Geneva talks quickly produce a 
wrapped-up treaty. Mr. McCone is a leading 
advocate of test resumption and he is undoubt- 
edly advancing that viewpoint in London. 

At the same time, Senator Jackson has 
made another speech urging test resumption 
and once more alleging that the Russians 
have probably been testing in secret—an alle- 
gation for which the State Department says 
it has no evidence. Senator Dodd, too, has 
rushed to the barricades once more, warning 
against the Geneva talks and continuation of 
the test moratorium. 

Why all this pro-testing activity so sudden- 
ly? Such activity has a way of breaking out 
whenever the Geneva talks take a turn for 
the better, from the standpoint of those who 
want a treaty.

It so happens that last Friday at Geneva 
the Soviet Union accepted a considerable part 
of the Western proposal for a worldwide con- 
trol system to police a test ban treaty. As 
might have been expected, the Russians ob- 
jected to the suggestion of 21 control posts on 
their territory, and vaguely suggested 15 in- 
stead, as compared with 11 in the United 
States. But in general they agreed to the 
Western timetable for the staging of control 
and the general outlines of a worldwide sys- 
tem of 180 internationally operated control 
posts. The differences between their plan 
and the West’s, according to Western sources, 
appeared to be negotiable. 

’ There have been too many disappointments 
at Geneva to warrant the conclusion that a 
treaty is just around the corner. But surely 
it is worth keeping on with negotiations which, 
despite acrimonious Soviet-Western relations 
and strenuous undercutting in Washington, 
still manage to move slowly toward agree- 
ment. If there are military disadvantages for 
us in continuing the test ban, there are also 
military disadvantages for the Russians; and 
the disadvantages to both sides of fesuming 
the nuclear arms race could be even greater. 


Before the U.N. disarmament commission 
Tuesday Ambassador Lodge invited the Rus- 
sians to join in a staged, inspected termina- 
tion of the production of fissionable materials. 
This is a useful idea, if not new, but surely 
testing must be banned first. The Geneva ne- 


gotiations are already in progress. If the Eis- . 


enhower Administration allowed them to die 
and resumed the nuclear arms race in its de- 
clining months, the next Administration would 
be precommitted for perhaps years to come. 
We believe the test ban and the Geneva talks 
should be continued at least until a new Ad- 
ministration can formulate its own policy. 


Cyprus in the Balance 


It is distressing that the aura of past ter- 
rorist strife should hang over the Mediter- 
ranean island of Cyprus on its first day as a 
republic. Archbishop Makarios, the first 
president and a leader of the Greek Cypriots 
who wrung independence from Britain, finds 
himself with a pressing problem on his hands. 
Can he restrain the more fanatical Cypriots 
who threaten violence because they have not 
yet achieved their goal of union with Greece? 
If any trouble develops, it could be com- 
pounded by renewal of the old friction be- 
tween the Greek Cypriots and the Turkish 
minority. Now is the time for peace, not the 
so-called renewal-of-liberation struggle. If 
the fledgling republic is to take its rightful 
place among the nations, its people must strive 
hard for political maturity, economic viability 
and ethnic harmony. 


Moscow Spectacular 


Though U-2 Pilot Francis Gary Powers 
pleaded guilty as his trial opened in Moscow, 
all the indications are that questions of guilt 
or innocence will have little enough to do 
with it. 

There is no presumption of innocence in 
Soviet law, and “the case against Powers 
is completely unquestionable and without 
doubt,” a leading Soviet lawyer has officially 
pronounced on Radio Moscow. Another said 
the purpose is to “put in the pillory the 
pricey E. og Washington.” ies 

Plainly this is intended as a theatrical dis- 
play in the best Soviet tradition to embarrass 
the West as much as possible, intimidate its 
friends, and serve as a soun board for 
Soviet propaganda. Just as evidently, the 


. Soviets must feel that they have here a golden 


opportunity, for they are putting on their 
equivalent of an Oscar-winning show. The 
court, reserved for the fullest-dress state pil- 
lorying, is the same one in which Stalin’s in- 
famous purge trials of the '30s were con- 
ducted. The drama is enhanced by the pres- 
ence of Powers’s wife, parents and mother- 
in-law, who were encouraged to come. A 
first-night atmosphere of expectancy has been 
whipped up by what our State Department 
calls almost hysterical efforts to inflame pub- 
lic opinion. The Russian public has been 


warned to regard with deep suspicion, as 
possible spies, American tourists, students, 
scientists, business men and other visitors. 
Powers himself is being unveiled with a 
suspense that out-Hitchcocks Hitchcock. What 
is this man like after more than 100 days of 
Soviet care? No one outside the closed Rus- 
sian world has seen him in all this time, Em- 
bassy officials have been reportedly rebuffed 
and even Mrs. Powers will not be permitted 
to talk with her husband until the trial’s end. 
It was an unedifying spectacle when the 
United States was caught in a bare-faced lie 
about the U-2 photographic reconnaissance 
flight. The Roman circus the Soviets are evi- 
dently determined to make of the Powers 
trial promises to be more unedifying still. 


‘A Shameful Illusion’ 


Congress wrote the 1958 law requiring re- 
ports on pension and welfare funds amidst 
‘icebergs of acrimony. Intended for the pro- 
tection of fund beneficiaries against embez- 
zlement, kickbacks and other abuses spot- 
lighted by the McClellan committee, the act 
aroused the emotions of those who protested 
against “labor baiting” and those who wanted 
“to teach the unions a lesson.” After 18 
months the unsatisfactory results of this 
clash have been documented by Secretary of 
Labor Mitchell. 

The law creates only “a shameful illusion” 
of protection, he says. There is “no per- 
suasive deterrent to those who wish to ignore 
its provisions, or manipulate and embezzle 
funds.” Its uncertainties imperil those seek- 
ing to comply. It “raises grave doubts as to 
the wisdom of retaining so weak a law on the 
statute books.” The answer is not repeal, 
but reinforcement. Those with stakes in these 
funds should be reassured by adequate and 
regular reports, whether their money be en- 
trusted to unions, employers or bankers. 

Mitchell has reason to believe that at least 
190,000 rather than 142,500 plans should have 
been listed by now. Compliance may be even 
weaker in connection with the required an- 
nual reports. There is uncertainty, he ad- 
mits, as to whether pensions, sick funds and 
other benefit arrangements may be listed in 
a “package” report or not. But he cannot 
furnish interpretations on which fund nianag- 
ers may rely in good faith. While thousands 
have sought guidance, others undoubtedly re- 
lied on their own judgment. 

There should be an end to this uncertainty, 
and also to that involved in the requirement 
of a “summary” report. This could be used 
to cover up abuses. A carbon copy of each 
and every record is not necessary, but dis- 
closure should be sufficient to reveal all per- 
tinent facts. The Secretary should have the 
power to investigate probable non-compliance, 
and he should be able to proceed against 
abuses. As the law now stands, it is up to 
individuals to discover they have been vic- 
timized and then to go to court. Apathy, 
legal costs and fear of reprisals are enough 
to discourage such “enforcement.” 

It is unreasonable to expect Congress to 
amend the law before Labor day, but the 
task should have a high priority in the next 
session. It should not be thwarted by mis- 
guided emotions. After all, Americans have 
accumulated more than 30 billion dollars in 
these funds, and it is up to the Government to 
police those who handle other people’s money.

New Chairman of the JCS 

In choosing Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer to be 
the new chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, President Eisenhower has selected a 
man who is generally acknowledged to be 
one of the two or three ablest officers of the 
armed services. 

Lemnitzer, who became Chief of Staff of 
the Army a year ago, has an outstanding rec- 
ord as one of the original planners of the 
mutual defense assistance program that 
strengthened the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. The esteem in which the State 
Department held his work in this effort is 
some evidence of his ability in diplomacy. 
This talent may be put to the test very short- 
ly before Congress in the defense debate. 
Lemnitzer already is on record as having 
testified that the army was “marginal” in 
strength as the result of an- “austere” budget. 

Recently the JCS ‘have been hamstrung 
by the Budget Bureau. If Gen. Lemnitzer can 
get them back to their former status he will 
have accomplished something. 


Industry on the Circumferential 


If St. Louis county is to realize the full eco- 
nomic potential of the new Circumferential 
Expressway, work on which is now under way 
in north county, Supervisor McNary and the 
Council will have to help with sound zoning 
decisions. 

As Harry Wilensky pointed out in Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, the new expressway will be 
much more than a traffic aid. Riding a vast 
arc about two miles outside Lindbergh boule- 
vard, the Circumferential will open up hun- 
dreds of acres for industrial: and commercial 
development. This ought to create numerous 
new jobs and a more substantial tax base. 

Unfortunately, Council Chairman Abram- 
son and his colleagues in the Democratic-con- 
trolled legislative body have been regularly 
grinding out rezonings in direct conflict with 
recommendations of the Planning Commission, 
which has been trying to protect the county’s 
few remaining industrial sites. Mr. McNary 
has been signing them into law just as regu-- 
larly. Many of these rezonings permitted 
speculators to convert potential industrial 


land into intensively developed subdivisions. 


This tended to strain school and other govern- 
mental facilities and cost the county new job 
opportunities and taxable wealth. 

The county has spent about $75,000 for a 
land use plan. Before it can be made effec- 
tive it will have to be translated into a com- 
prehensive zoning ordinance. The Planning 
Commission is now preparing detailed recom- 
mendations toward that end, and with reason- 
ably intelligent leadership from the Super- 


‘visor this vital ordinance ought to be on the 


books before the year is out. | 

Meantime Mr. McNary and the Councilmen 
ought to sanction no new zoning changes not 
specifically called for in the land use plan. 
We refer in particular to the Maryland Heights 
area where the Circumferential, the proposed 
Outer Belt and Page boulevard would inter- 
sect. This is one of the largest potential in- 
dustrial sites on the Circumf tial (aside 
from Columbia Bottoms and the Lambert 
Field complex), and it-must be protected 
from those who want to turn it into subdivi- 
sions. If it isn’t, there may be too few jobs 
in this area for many of those raised in those 


very homes.

For instance in November, 1959, 
although the Russians were in many 
ways reluctant to agree with the 
American delegation, they were very 
eager to accept any improvements in 
detection apparatus suggested by the 
Americans: If the Russians wished to 
violate the treaty, they would have ob- 
jected to these improvements. 


I do not think that the Russians 
could risk cheating, even if there is 
only a small likelihood of being detect- 
ed. Even if we had no system of phys- 
ical stations detecting nuclear tests, 
the Russians would not risk having 
some defector tell us about a clandes- 
tine nuclear explosion. I believe that 
the Soviet Union, which is posing as a 
peace-loving nation, whether rightly or 
wrongly, simply cannot afford to be 
caught in a violation, and therefore I 
think that it will not try to cheat. 


But even supposing that the Rus- 
sians wanted to cheat, what would 
they need to do? One violation, one nu- 
clear test below ground, does not do 
much for the development of weapons. 
A potential violator of the treaty would 
only be interested if he could perform 
a whole series of tests. 


It would take the Russians a long 
time to set off any significant number 
of explosions; it would take a tremen- 
dous effort, It is generally agreed that 
they could test only’ small nuclear 
weapons, Even in the area of small 
nuclear weapons, a test series would 
take a number of years. Now, let us 
even assume that the Russians wish 
to go to all this trouble just to de- 
velop further nuclear weapons. Where 
do we stand?

Co-Existence and the Congo 


HE TASK OF THE U.N. in The Congo is entirely without 


precedent and it is inordinately difficult. 


Indeed, the prob- 


lems are insoluble unless the governments which make up 
the U.N. can rise above their normal behavior to a much higher 


level of reason and good will. 

The diplomatic leadership of 
Mr. Hammarskjold, which has 
been brilliant, depends at bot- 
tom on the educational principle 
that if you ex- 
pect a lot, men 
will try to live 
up to it. The in- 
dispénsable con- 
dition of success 
is that the great 
powers should 
realize that each 
of them has a 
vital interest in 
the kee of 
the U.N. This is 
a case where Hammarskjold 
the principle of unanimity, which 
is imbedded in the charter, is 
necessary. The great powers 
must do more than acquiesce. 
They must actively support the 
mission, using their influence 
where it counts. 

Great Britain and the United 
States have used their influence 
with their Belgian friend and 
ally. The Belgian government 
will no doubt use its influence 
in Katanga. There is every rea- 
son why the Soviet government 
should use. its influence with 
Premier Lumumba on behalf of 
moderation. 


Risk of Intervention. 


“The powers have a common 
interest in The Congo. ‘It is to 
prevent a civil war and many 
tribal wars from tempting, invit- 
ing, and even compelling the 
great powers to intervene. It is 
impossible that any one great 
power should intervene in The 
Congo without the others inter- 
vening also. . 


We do not think of intervening. 
We know quite well that the 
Soviets would intervene if we 
did. Moscow can be quite sure 
that if it intervenes, we shall 
also intervene. 


The primary aim of the U.N. 
is to preserve the peace of the 
world. In specific terms that 
"means in. this case neutralizing 
and sterilizing The Congo so that 
it does not become a stake in 


_ the cold war. This can be done 


only if the great powers want it 
to be done. 


Lack of Leaders. 


If Premier Lumumba can be 

rsuaded by wise counsel from 
his African neighbors and from 
Moscow to forego the idea of 
conquering Katanga, if Mr. 
Tshombe can be persuaded to 
look for a constitutional solution 
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under U.N. auspices, civil war 
may be avoided. 


This will give the members of 
the U.N. time to study the enor- 
mous problem of making a Con- 
golese federation a ‘going con- 
cern, 


The tragedy of The Congo, as 
all the world now realizes, is 
that the Congolese thamselves 
have so very few trained lead- 
ers, administrators and- techni- 
cians. 

Belgium granted them inde- 
pendence without having pre- 
pared them for it.. And the prob- 
lem of The Congo—assuming that 
great power intervention and 
civil war are both avoided—is 
how to fill this vacuum. . 


I have heard it estimated that 
to provide officers for the army 
and the police, administrators 
and technicians for the central 
and provincial goverar. ents, and 
for the utilities and industries, 
about 30,000 trained people are 
needed, 


Irreplaceable Belgians. 


These trained people exist. 
They are the Belgians who have 
run The Congo, and it is fair to 
say that they are ‘or the present 
irreplaceable. Until the Congo- 
lese can be educated and trained, 
there are not 30,000 French- 
speaking civil servants and tech- 
nicians and doctors available in 
the world to go to The Congo. 

This will mean that an ex- 
tremely delicate problem lies 
ahead. How, without the res- 
toration of Belgian political or 
military power in The Congo, 
can the trained Belgians be per- 
suaded to stay, or if they have 
left, to return? 

How can the other African na- 
tions and the Soviet and Chinese 
governments be induced to agree 
to the use of the virtually irre- 
placeable Belgians? 


Co-Existence Test. 


These are not questions that 
the State Department can or 
should try to answer in the form 
of public’ pronouncement. The 
problem is in the U.N., and for 
once our role is, thanks be, not 
that of the leader who must fix 
it all, but of the loyal support- 
ers. ; 

The difficulties of The Congo 
problem are increased by the

Fun on Farm 


Recently this writer fished a 
farm pond in Ripley county 
that contained some seven-wa- 


ter acres. It 
varied in & 
depth from a © 


few inches to Fe 
approxi. 

mately 10 feet 
at the deepest 
portion near 
the dam area. 
The timber 
had been 
cleared from 
the main lake 
but the trees 
were left standing at the shore- 
line and the continuous water 
inundation had killed most of 
the oak and hickory trees. 
Those that were cleared from 
the hake were wired together 
and sunk in the Geeper water. 


The lake was formed by 

- building a dam across a hol- 
low and it was of clay con- 
struction. A spillway was pro- 
vided at the south end of the 


dam and the watershed proper 


contained some 80 acres. The 
water extended like fingers up 
three other small hollows and 
the hill slopes were seeded 
with grass and lespedeza fo 
stop erosion and siltation. The 
water was the color of weak 
tea because of the tannic acid 
from the oak leaves that had 
fallen in the water during the 
fall and winter months. 


The pond was three years 


old and“*had been heavily 
stocked with bass -and blue- 
gill in its first year. The par- 
ent stock were adult fish that 
had been caught in Current 
river and transported to the 
newly-formed impoundment. 
These fish were caught in 
early spring and spawned the 
first year they were placed in 
the farm pond. 

We were using a four-ounce 
fly rod, a four-pound test lead- 
er, and a black and white pop- 
ping bug with rubber legs, The 
pseudo insect would scarcely 
touch the water before it was 
seized by either a bass or & 
bluegill. The small john boat 


. was silently paddled around 


the entire lake and every well- 
placed cast produced a strike. 
We do not recall a single in- 
stance when, if the cast was 
long and properly presented, a 
fish of some sort did not at 
least slap at the popping bug 
with its tail, The bass were 
small but full of fight. Most of 
them weighed a half-pound or 
more but the bluegill were on 
the, hefty side. They were 
above average in weight and 
most of them weighed 10 
ounces or more. They were 
rusty-red and mottled in keep- 
ing with their enviroment and, 
like the bass, they also fought 
well before being lifted into 
the boat and then released 
unharmed back into the water. 


Two Bugs, Two Fish 


Perhaps all anglers are &x- 
perimenters and this writer is 
no exception. : The fishing was 
so fabulous that we decided to 
see if it could be made doubly 
so by adding an-extra popping 
bug to the leader. A small, 
yellow, rubber-legged ‘“‘bug 
was placed on a dropper a foot 
or so above the black and 
white popper on the terminal 
end. This added weight made 
the lure easier to throw and 
greater distance and accuracy 
were possible because of it. 
The two-bug combination was 
@ success and on several occa- 
sions we had two bass or two 
bluegill on the lures at the 
same time. 

There are more than 15,000 
farm ponds in Missouri vary- 
ing in size from one-fourth acre 
to 20 or more acres. For vari- 
ous reasons few of them are 
as productive as the one we 
had the pleasing experience of 
fishing in Ripley county. A 
recent survey conducted by the 
Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife indicates that one 
fourth of all persons fishing in 
fresh water ‘in 1959 fished at 
least once in a pond that had 
been stocked by the federal 
facility. Between 30,000 and 
40,000 pounds are stocked an- 
nually with fish produced at 
the national fish hatcheries. 


Farm ponds provide a great 
deal of family-type recrea- 
tional fishing in the United 
States. The survey showed that 
23 per cent of the pond anglers 
were women and 25 per cent 
were children 15 years old or 
under. 

Farm ponds are making a 
substantial contribution to out- 
door recreation. They are tak- 
ing the pressure off the 
Streams and the large im- 
poundments and at least 
5,000,000 people are swimming, 
fishing and picnicking nearer 
home because of the ‘back 
poe attraction that furnishes 


good fishing, tranquillity and 
relaxation to so many.

Mr. Eisenhower 
has said repeatedly that he op- 
poses an extension of the Social 
Security principle to include 
medical aid for elderly persons. 

THE VOTE in the Finance 
Committee was 12 to 4 in favor 
of the Kerr bill, with Douglas, 
Anderson, Gore and Hartke op- 
posed. McCarthy did not vote, 
but he had joined the others in 
an earlier unsuccessful effort to 


the Kerr bill in committee. This

However, benefits would. be re- 
stricted to persons 68 years old 
or older. The patient would pay 
the first $75 of hospital care and 
$75 of.any hospital bills incurred 
after the first 24 days. Surgery, 
physicians’ fees and drugs out- 
side the hospital would not be 
covered, and coverage would be 
limited to one continuous period 
of treatment, thereby excluding 
short, occasional visits to the 
hospital. 


THE BILL INTRODUCED by 
representative Aime J. Forand 
(Dem.), Rhode Island, would 
provide shorter periods of hos- 
pital and nursing home care, but 
it contains none of the “‘deduc- 
tible’” features included in the 
Anderson measure. The Forand 
proposal would cover all persons 
eligible for Social Security, 
meaning men 65 and over and 
women 62 and over. 

In any 12-month period, 60 
days of hospitalization would be 
paid for, as would another 60 
days of care in an accredited 
nursing home. Surgery, drugs 
and appliances would be covered 
but not physicians’ fees. There 
would be no contribution by the 
patient during the hospitalization 
period, as in the case of the 
Anderson bill, The increase in 
the Social Security tax would be 
the same under both bills. 


The measure proposed by Sen- 
ator Kerr,.would permit the 
states to determine those eligible 
for medical assistance. For such 
persons, the Federal Government 
would increase its present pub- 
lic assistance contribution. The 
amount of the incfease would 
vary according to the state con- 
tribution, with a maximum fed- 
eral increase of $12 a month. 


Kerr estimated that about 2,- 
400,000 persons now eligible for 
various forms of old-age public 
assistance or relief would be 
eligible for the increased aid to 
help meet miedical expenses. He 
said another 10,000,000 persons 
not receiving public assistance 
might qualify for medical aid 
under the bill if the states found 
them eligible and if the states 
put up part of the money. 


He estimated the Government’s 
share of the added cost at about 
$190,000,000 a year. This would 
come from general revenues. If 
all 50 states participated, Kerr 
said, the state contribution would 
be about $95,000,000 a year. 


THE FORAND BILL, best 
known of the Social Security ap- 
proaches to medical aid for the 
aged, was beaten in the House 
by a coalition of Republicans 
and Southern Democrats. The 
House approved instead a lim- 
ited program of federal grants 
in this field, similar to the Kerr 
bill. 


Thus, if the Senate passes the 
Anderson bill or some form of 
Social Security approach, there 
will be another hurdle to sur- 
mount in obtaining House ap- 
proval. Differences between the 
Kerr bill and the House measure 
probably could be ironed out 
fairly easily. This would not be 
the case, presumably, with the 
Anderson version. 

Johnson’s assistants expect a 
number of amendments to be 
offered when the medical aid 
controversy reaches the Senate 
floor, since several other pro- 
posals, including an Administra- 
tion program, have been ad- 
vanced. They anticipate, how- 
ever, that the biggest battle will 
be over Social Security versus 
grants-in-aid. 

Senator Pat McNamara (Dem.), 
Michigan, and Senator Kennedy 
have introduced bills embodying 
the Social. Security approach but 

going farther than the Anderson 
pill in terms, of benefits. It is 
believed they will settle for the 
Anderson version. 

Senator Jacob K. Javits (Rep.); 
New York, and some other liberal 
‘Republicans are sponsoring a bill 
which utilizes the grants-in-aid 
approach but envisages a broad- 
er program than that propheed 
by Kerr.

Getting Low-Down 
On Swiss Watches 


LUGANO, Switzerland, Aug. 17. 
YOU PROBABLY HAVE a watch. Or, you may not need 
a watch—maybe you hate watches; you are neurotic and 
watches remind you of impinging Time. 
Even so, the chances are that you will wind up buying 


a watch. If you come to 
Switzerland. 
This morning we went 
“\___oyer to Bucherer’s elegant 
@ gold-and-glass salon to see 
C 7 what makes the watch 
business tick. Just to show 
you how these things creep 
up on you: We bought $300 
worth of tickers before we 
finished the interview. 
“iis Bucherer’s has main of- 
fices in Lucerne and oper- 
ates five branches, Some 
“| of these are only open two 
months of the high sea- 
sons—Lugano in the summer, St. Moritz in the winter. 

In four months of intensive ‘operation, the firm sells 
12,000 watches over the coanter. This is not a great deal in 
Switzerland’s watch industry—Omega alone sells 1,000,000 
watches a year throughout the world. 

But Bucherer, dealing directly with the tourist, seemed 
likely ‘for our story. We asked Mr. Bruno Binda to name the 
five best watches in the world. Not surprisingly, they were 
all Swiss. 

“Not in this order, but in the top class,” said 
Mr. Binda, “the best watches are Patek-Philippe, 
International, Audemars Piguet, Vacherona & Con- 
stantin—I would ‘also include Rolex.” (Bucherer is 
agent for Rolex.) 

“I would include in the top class, a watch you 
don’t hear of very often. Piaget. Yes, I would say 
Piaget is perhaps top of the top class.” 

Mr. Binda then got out a wafer-thin gold Piaget. 

“It is not only thin—there is a great vogue on thin 
watches at present—it is also automatic which has not been 
accomplished by other top makers of the thin watch. This 
watch sells for $600 in Switzerland. In New York, I think 
you would pay $1000." 

“How about, the watch in the more popular price range, 
Mr. Binda?’”’ 

“The most popular price range here in our Lugano store 
is $25 to $30. Our tourist business in the summer is mainly 
British, German and Dutch. To sell the high-priced watches, 
you must have an American clientele.” 

“What makes a watch expensive? Is it the number of 
jewels?” 

“Jewels cost only a few cents,”’ said Mr. Binda. “Actually 
17 jewels are all that are necessary in a good watch. Some 
have 21 and 25. But it is not important. The jewels are merely 
hard bearing points where parts rub together and could 
wear out. 

“‘What makes a watch expensive is the case and the 
styling. If you want a solid gold case, you miust pay for it. 
If you get a good automatic watch in a stainless steel case, 
it should cost you $30. If it has better styling, $40. If you have 
a gold case, $100 or $150.” 

“What about the advertising of shockproof. and anti- 
magnetic?” 

“All watches are anti-magnetic and most of them are 
shockproof.” 


If you want to know whether your watch is truly 
gold, you can look at the little mark with a magnifying 
glass. Swiss 18-carat gold is marked with a tiny head 
of Athena. If it is 14-carat, it has a tiny squirrel. 
(Gold-plated watches are not marked at all.) 


While Mr. Binda demonstrated these various watches, 
we kept putting some aside. We didn’t need watches. But 
they were awfully pretty and you never know. Christmas 
coming and all that. 

“Mr. Binda, if the $30 stainless steel watch has the 
same works as the $150 gold watch, why do people ever buy 
the expensive gold watch?” : 


Frankly, said Mr. Binda, he didn’t know. “The British buy 
stainless steel. The Americans buy the gold. A watch is a 
very personal thing—it is a matter of taste.” 


Mr. Binda, himself, wears a gold watch. But he said he 


felt it was necessary in his position as manager. Also, he got 
it wholesale.

Fungus in Ear 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

WHAT IS THE BEST treatment to clear up a severe and 
persistent fungus infection in the ear? I have been using pure 
alcohol to dry it up, but it keeps coming back. A. Z. 

I’m least when I say the best 
SB treatment for this is the 
first treatment that. will 

do the job. 

These infections some- 
times can be very stub- 
born. Accurate diagnosis 
is essential because, you 
see, sometimes some other 
skin trouble—eczema and 
seborrheic dermatitis are 
examples— may lay the 
groundwork for invasion 
of the fungus. Thus you 

; } may really have two prob- 
lems, not just one. 

DR. MOLNER Some of the treatments 
commonly used for ear funguses are boric acid irrigation; 
peroxide; packs soaked in Burow’s Solution; and gentian 
violet-—a dye with medicinal properties. 

Griseofulvin, the new drug used to combat certain fungus 
infections, might be prescribed by your physician, depending 
on a number of factors. One consideration is the type of 
fungus. The drug attacks some kinds and not others. Applied 
to the right types of fungus, it has on occasion put an end 
to such infections that have resisted other treatments for 
years. Yet it is a waste of time and money if it is used 
against funguses which are not within its scope. 

Another consideration (as mentioned above) is to be 
sure that you do not limit the treatment to the fungus if some 
other type of skin disease is also present, : 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

I AM TOLD I have multiple sclerosis. I do not have 
any of the usual symptoms such as speech defect, double 
vision, etc., but do have pins and needles in one hand and 
can’t sew or write well, I use a cane but otherwise am 
functioning well. Is there a possibility of a remission or 
anything I could use to bring remission? H, F. 


Yes, remissions do occur in multiple sclerosis. For 
practical purposes, I think it may be better to think on 
terms of “preventing a relapse,” instead of bringing remis- 
sion. - 

We have observed many times that fatigue and periods 
of emotional stress often are followed by relapses. Hence 
avoiding fatigue and emotional stress are two of the most 
important rules for a multiple sclerosis patient to keep in 
mind. . 

Various medications have been used, with varying suc- 
cess, and I much prefer to leave it to your doctor’s judg- 
ment the choice of what might be most helpful, medicinally, 
for you. :

‘Charles Boyer Just 
Can't Get to Sleep 


PARIS, Aug. 17. 

“SLEEP, IT IS A GENTLE THING beloved from pole to 

pole,” but Charles Boyer can’t do it. Mr. Boyer, who is in 

Paris now, making ‘‘Fanny,” hasn’t really had a good night's 
sleep for the last 25. years and he doesn’t know why. 

= “I remember,” he said, 

“I was working on ‘Love 

Affair’ and one morning I 

said to my wife I didn’t 

sleep very well last night— 

and since that night I have 

hardly slept at all. It’s a 

puzzle because ‘Love Af- 

fair’ was a very happy 

picture and nothing dis- 

turbing happened while I 

was making it, Before that 

I was a very good sleeper.” 

Mr. Boyer said he has 
tried everything to lick 
the problem. 

“I’ve taken sleeping pills, 
hot baths, cold showers, 
long walks, liquor, wine, 
hot rum and even hot milk, 
but I still average about 
two or three hours of sleep 

CHARLES BOYER a night.” 
The day we saw Mr. 
Boyer on the “Fanny” st he said he was feeling great. He 
went to bed at 10:30 at night and got up at 10 the next morn- 


ing, and during that period he sneaked in five hours in sev- 
eral installments. 


“I never know when the sleep, is going to come or 
how long it’s going to last, so 1 have to stay in bed 
at least 10 hours to’ be ready for it. Sometithes I'll go 
off into a sound sleep and wake up refreshed but when 
I look at the clock I’ve only slept for 10 minutes. The 
doctor says as long as I get a little sleep between a 
lot of rest I'll be okay.” 


“What do you do for 10 hours when you’re not sleeping?’’’ 


“I get bored,” he said, ‘but I have accepted the fact I 
can’t sleep and so I just lie in bed and wait for it to come. 
Occasionally, I read, but I’m not resting when I’m reading so, 
for the most part, I just lie in bed and try not to think of 
anything that will keep me from sleeping.” 

Mr. Boyer will be 60 years old in August, He has worked 
steadily without any difficulty and with ey any sleep. 
He toured in “Don Juan in Hell.’” 

“We did one-night stands,” he recalls, “and the rest of 
the cast averaged five hours a night. Oh, how I envied them! 

“I could understand it if I had problems. But I’m a very 
happy and contented man. I love my wife and my son and I 
find no difficulty living with myself. The doctors say it’s not 
uncommon not to sleep, but that’s because they do.” 

Because he can’t sleep Mr. Boyer is always running into 
other people who can’t sleep either. He also finds everyone 
who knows about his problem has a cure for it. 

A few weeks ago at the Berkeley Restaurant one of the 
waiters told Mr. Boyer he had found a doctor who would 
surely cure him. The doctor practices the ancient art of 
acupuncture, or the sticking of gold and silver pins into sen- 
sitive nerve centers.

Mr, Boyer, who is always looking for the answer, 
rushed over that afternoon t6 the doctor, who pro-- 
ceeded to stick pins all over him. After about an 
hour, the doctor took the pins out and Mr. Boyer went 
to his hotel to take a nap. But as he took his shirt off 
and lay down on the bed, he discovered the doctor 
mad Tergeyen tee gee pine WEG were still sticking 
in his chest.

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Blind Chess Player in U.S. Open Here 


Albert Sandrin of Chicago Doesn’t Need Sight To Be a Formidable F oe; He ‘Sees’ in His Mind

ONE OF THE INTERESTING 
contenders in the United States 
Open Chess tournament being 
played here is Al Sandrin of 
Chicago, who in first eight 
rounds won five games, lost two 
and drew one, giving him a 
score at that time of 514-24. 

A lot of other competitors in 
the Open, being played at the 
Sheraton-Jefferson Hotel, would 
be happy with such a score, con- 
sidering the fact that his two 
losses were to top-flight players 
and Sandrin started out as rank- 
ing thirty-sixth among the 176 
crack players from the -United 
States and abroad. 

Other competitors would be 
especially happy to be doing so 
well under the same conditions 


Sandrin plays under: he hasn’t; 


seen a chessboard since the 
start of the tournament, nor, in 
fact, for several years. 

Al Sandrin is blind. 

Perhaps saying he is blind is 
putting it a little strong although 
not much. As he says, “I have 
about 1 per ‘cent of normal! vision, 
which is referred to as light per- 
ception.”” He can see no colors, 
no details, no pictures. 

Blindfold chess is untsual but 
not a rarity. A few experts barn- 
storm the country, playing all 
comers, and some enliven their 
appearances by playing two or 
more players with their backs to 
the board, calling out their 
moves. The players opposing 
them, in most cases, are good— 
but not expert. 

Sandrin, who has played 
“blindfold” against as many as 
15 opponents simultaneously with 
good results, is matched in this 
Open against some. of the best 
players in the country. The Open 
meant gets a trophy and $1000 
cas 


Sandrin’s hands do not rove 
over the board, touching the 
pieces. He sees the entire game 
in his mind and when he moves 
he touches only the piece he 
moves. When his opponent moves 
he whispers his move to Sandrin 
(there are more than 80 other 
games in progress and loud con- 
versation is frowned on). 

Sandrin, whose vision began 
fading gradually when he was in 
the second grade, knows what 
it is to be tops in the Open. He 
was champion in 1049 and second 
to Larry Evans in ’51, and in °45, 
when he was only 22, he ranked 
third. 

In 1949 he had a floor lamp 
beside the board and could still 
detect the figures of the chess- 
men, but by 1951, as he puts it, 
they ‘“‘were no more than chunks 
of wood” and he could no longer 
differentiate between Black and 
White. 

“I had no trouble detecting 
which were his and which were 
mine,” he recalls, “even though 
I couldn’t tell the colors apart. 
It was rather interésting, look- 
ing at the board after my op- 
ponent had moved to find which 
chunk had disappeared and 
which empty space was now oc- 


‘cupied.”’ 


As his sight fdted, the situa- 
tion “intrigued and sort of 
amused me. I thought, if I don’t 
need it, what are people doing 
with it?”

Eleanor Roosevelt - 


Loss of a Child i 


| NEW YORK, Aug. 17. 

LIFE IS A STRANGE THING, and the only thing we 
ean ever be sure-.of is the unexpected. i 

I went to Hyde Park last Friday to meet a group of 
Roosevelt School children from Shippan Point, Stamford, 
Conn., and later to talk with about 50 Democratic women 
leaders from the Hyde Park congressional district about ‘the 
campaign activities of our candidate for Congress, Gore Vidal. 

Just as the women were about to leave the telephone 
rang, and: my son John was calling from Calais, Me., near 
Campobello island, where he and his wife had gone for a 
‘10-day holiday three days earlier. He said: 

“Mummy; it is Sally. She is unconscious in St. Luke’s 
Hospital in Utica. They have been working on her to try 
to bring her back. W@ are chartering a plane to come down. 
Will you send you car with Tubby to meet us in Utica?” 

‘(“Sally” was Sara Delano Roosevelt, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. John A. ~Roosevelt, who had been injured in a 
fall froma horse at the Moss Lake School for Girls camp 
near Old Forge, N.Y.) 


John gave me a few more directions on things he 
wanted me to do, which 1 carried out promptly. In 
less than half an hour the word came back to me 
that this beautiful, alive, lovely child was dead. 


Somehow the guests departed from Hyde Park without, 
I hope, knowing what had happened. I realized they would 
know soon enough.~ I hoped, too, that my poor son and 
his wife would not know Sally had gone until they reached 
Utica. ‘ But John called; the hospital again and was given 
the final report that all efforts to save her had been useless 
and she was gone before they took off. 

Every mother and father will know what it means to 
ose a child. Each year of their life adds memories and 
love, and when a blow like this falls, way down where 
others cannot join them parents go through the joy and 
agony of memory. The feel of a little body between their 
hands, the first looks of recognition, and then deeper and 
deeper understanding that comes through the eyes between 
parents and their children, the joys and sorrows they have 
shared. 

I know; for instance, that every time Anne watches the 


children in the swimming pool her heart will ache for. the - 


slim young figure that was ‘so graceful and so quick, such 
a! good swimmer, such a goed horsewoman. And every time 
John does something with the horses he will think of his 
most constant companion, the one who loved them as he 
did, who liked to fetch and care for horses, who loved to 
ride, and who made her father proud by her horsemanship. 
These are the little things which make up the day-by-day 
life of a family, and two parents who have centered a great 
deal of their lives around their family have greater joys 
perhaps, but the pain of separation never completely fades 


It would all be a waste.unless it meant that poor human 
beings who have loved and suffered much will, in the future, 
be able to give more, not only to their own, but to others. 
not quite so close as their family circle. 

The greatest value in living is to gain in understanding 
and to be able to give from the depths of one’s understanding 
some small help and strength to others when they are in 
trouble. 
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IT TOOK from 1808 to 1953 
to get a bridge across Saline 
creek—and even then we got to- 
gether with the neighbors and 
built it ourselves. By and large, 
I doubt if you'll find a better 
“low-water” bridge in the 
Ozarks. And now the beavers 
are about to take it over. They 
came last year and built a dam 
a few hundred yards downstream 
which oreated a long, deep pool. 
Somewhere along the banks they 
built their den and, when autumn 
came, cut a‘ plentiful supply of 
willows for food. These they 
cached along the edges of the 
stream, evidently close to the 
mouth of the den. 

Lately our creek has been ex- 
tremely low from the drouth 
that has lasted practically all 
summer and left us many inches 
short on‘rainfall. The pools hold 
Wp fairly well but there’ are 
places in .the riffles and little 
rapids where there is barely a 
trickle through the gravel. Thus 
we were glad to haye our beav- 
ers and hoped they would build 
another dam and pool some- 
where downstream. 


One evening a couple of 
weeks ago we were coming 
home from the blackberry 
patch and noticed, on crossing 
the bridge, that the water on 
the downstream side was lower 
than ever. The four big pipes 
which carry the flow under- 
neath the bridge were prac- 
tically dry. But then we looked 
upstream and saw a long pool 
extending far up- through the 
willows and around the first 
bend. Further examination 
showed that the beavers had 
plugged the pipes and used 
the rest of the bridge to make 
a dam more solid than even 
they could construct. 


It seemed apparent that if this 
went on, the water would even- 
tually flow over the bridge when 
the pipes were finally plugged 
tight, an easy task for these 
little engineers to accomplish. 
We decided that the beavers, 
with several more mouths to 
feed than last season, were run- 
ning out of willows and had de- 
cided to build a néw pool where 
the food supply was more plenti- 
ful. Chances are the colony now 
consists of the old pair, plus 
three or four yearlings and the 
kits born in May or June this 
year. 


There was just one drawback 
to allowing this new dam to re- 
main in place. When the rains 
finally come, gravel will deposit 
in the pool.just above the bridge 
and the water will flow over 
the top and then start cutting 
around the bridge-ends.’ This 
could eventually destroy it. So 


1 brought down a long-handled 


wey 


potato fork, waded into the pool 
on the upstream side- of the 
bridge, and poked into the pipes. 


As always, the furry dam build-. 
ers had done a thorough job. ’ 


Willow trunks had been laid into 
the bottom of the pipes and then 
covered with mud, racks, old 
leaves, new-cut branches, and 
similar material. Some of the 
rocks were bigger than a croquet 


ball so that we wondered how

the beavers managed to move 
them into place. 


The thickness of the plug in- 
side the pipes was perhaps three 
feet and it took considerable 
poking and punching to get a 
hole through it. Once this was 
accomplished, the big head of 
water pushing down against the 
dam helped do the rest. Some 
of the longest branches had to 
be pulled out, but then we could 
hear rocks and gravel rolling as 
the current rushed through the 
big pipes which are the size of 
an oil drum. Once the pipes were 
clear we pulled in the mud. and 
trash from the sides to make a 
clean sweep. 


It took just two nights for the 
beavers to make a good start on 
their second dam in, the pipes 
and this time I left it to see how 
fast they would work. By the 
week’s end, the pipes were shut 
tight to the top, with barely a 
trickle going through. This time 
Houston McColl, who is our 
neighbor and presiding judge of 
the County Court, came by to 
ask if we didn’t think some- 
thing should be done about the 
beavers. Like ourselves, he wor- 
ried that the pool above the 
bridge . might start. silting in 
until the pipes ne longer served 


their purpose of carrying the 


normal flow. : 

Once more we drove down 
to the bridge and again I took 
along my potato fork. This 
time we cleaned out the plugs 
in the pipes thoroughly until

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into the empty pool below. 
With the tiny flow, coming 
from upstream, it took only 
an hour or so to empty the 
upper pool, Now we've asked 
Cleval Corey, our conservation 
agent;' to come out for consul- 
tation. We'll decide whether to 
cover the pipes th the 
dam with poultry , or 
rig a woven wire fence across 
the creek just above the 
bridge, or live-trap the beav- 
ers and move them far up or 
down the stream or to an- 
other creek. Failing success, 
it looks as though we might 
have to re-locate the road, 
abandon: the present bridge, 
and build a new one. 


All in all, it is a wonderful 
thing that these husky furbear- 
ers have managed to stage a 
comeback throughout so much 
of their original range. Gradual- 
ly improving stream conditions, 
a smaller demand for their fur, 
and a greatly improved attitude 
of people toward wildlife in gen- 
eral have all contributed to the 
return of the beaver. The prob- 
leni now, —at~teast on Saline 
creek, is whether he may not 
take over completely.
